Allies Sweep 
Axis From Sky 
Over Tunisia

AT AN ADVANCED U.S, AIR 
BASE IN TUNISIA (AP)—The 
Allied air command launched the 
greatest ground-support air at- 
tacks of three days of African 
warfare at dawn Thursday. 

During the first four hours of 
the attack, the staggered Axis 
forces were hit with a bomb ton- 
nage nearly equalling that 
dropped on London during some 
of the big German night attacks, 

This punch was delivered by | 
light and medium bombers alone. 

The thunderous air blow was 
co-ordinated with the largest in- 
fantry and tank attack launched 
by the Allies so far-in this war, 
exceeding even the scale of the 
mighty British ‘8th Army attack 
at El Alamein. There was a con- 
tinuous air and ground onslaught 
from the Mediterranean south to 
the Pont du Fahs sector. : 


STEADY ROAR 


All Wednesday night Allied 
bombers droned over the front 
line, pouring high explosives on 
the Germans. Then at dawn the 
drone increased to a steady roar | 
as medium bombers swung off 
the big air fields of this area in 
steady flights of 12.

De Gaulle, Giraud 
Plan Central Group 
In North Africa 


* LONDON: (CP)-The indepen- 
dent French news agency re- 
ported today that Gen. Henri 
Giraud had proposed to Gen. 
Charles de Gaulle that they join 
forces by establishing a “provi- 
sional central power” in north 
Africa with themselves presiding. 

The proposal, the news agency 
said, was contained in a letter 
dispatched by Gen. Giraud from 
Algiers April 27. 

The letter pointed out, it was 
added, that Giraud and De Gaulle 
would not form a “duumvirate,” 
since the responsibility would be 
shared by members of an execu- 
tive committee and other officials 
of the “central power,” which 
would consist at first of the pres- 
ent French overseas council and 
later of consultative bodies. 

The agency quoted Gen. Giraud 
as saying that when France is 
liberated a government must be 
set up on a legal basis emanating 
from pre-armistice legislation. 
Gen. Giraud was said to have. pro- 
posed a proclamation addressed 
to the French people announcing 
this, 

‘The letter added that while reo 
ognizing the French tradition 
that the military commander-in- 
chief should be subordinate to the 
central power, Gen. Giraud ex- 
pressed the opinion that under 
the present circumstances it 
would be necessary for the com- 
mander to share the power.

MOSCOW (AP) — Andrei J. 
Vishinski, vicecommissar for 
foreign affairs, told British and 
U.S. newspapermen today that 
representatives of the Polish gov- 
ernment in London had engaged 
in. espionage activities in Russia 
and declared some of those in- 
volved already had admitted their 
guilt and been sentenced. 

Former Ambassador Stanislaw | 
Kot himself, Vishinski asserted, 
had admitted being involved in 
these activities and had ex- 
pressed his regret. 

(Kot is now serving as minister 
of information with the Polish 
government in London, a post to 
which he was appointed last 
March 19.) ; 

Some of the accused Poles; 
Vishinski said, had been brought 
to trial, “exposed and deported 
from the Soviet Union,” while 
others were “sentenced to vari- 
ous terms of deprivation of 
liberty.”

Home again after battling U- 
boats and enemy aircraft in the 
chill waters off Iceland, off the 
sun-kissed beaches of the Medi- 
terranean and in the bleak wastes 
of the Atlantic, Lieut.

_About four centuries ago, pota- 
toes-were taken to Spain.. Later! 
they were grown in the Nether’ 
lands,-France.and Italy. 

The exact date when white po 
tatoes were first planted in the 
British Isles is not known, but 
both Sir John Hawkins and Sir 
Francis Drake have been given | 
credit for taking them back home 
from the New World. 

One record says. that. potatoes 
obtained by Drake in the West 
Indies were planted in Ireland in 
1586., This record, however, may 
refer to the sweet potato, which 
belongs to a different family than 
the white.

Victory Garden Tools 


} By DR. FRANK THONE 


Victory gardens have to be” 
made against a number of handi- 
caps, because in this war year | 
}of strictly fationed-metals there 
won't be the abundance of gar- 
den tools and gadgets that used 
to crowd the hardware dealer's 
| Sales racks. Every effort is being 
;}made to provide the necessary | 
implements for what has to be 
, the greatest gardening year the 
country has ever seen. Neverthe- 
less, ‘there may be local difficul- 
‘ties in making the supply go 
round; and in any.case it is the 
part of both thrift and patriotism 
to .get- along with the smallest | 
possible purchases of new tools. 

A perfectly successful garden 
can-be-made-with no more than} 
three tools—spade, hoe and rake. | 
An additional necessity is a pair 
of sharpened stakes with a long 
string to stretch between them, 





to help you keep your rows 
straight, but this of course is 
something you can make for 


yourself, and in any case demands 
no metal. If you are going to 
raise one of the larger gardens, 
& wheel-hoe will be a great con 
venience, but it still not an 
obsolute necessity. And if you 
ate going to work an allotment 
in the community gardens, you } 
can even get ‘ieag without’ a} 
spade. 

Some gardeners who have only 
small plots do the necessary earth- 
turning with a regular bladed 
digging spade, but this involves 
considerable extra labor. The} 
reguiar four-tined spading work 
regular four-tined spading fork 
should you attempt to do your 
spading with 2 coal shovel. It 
is’ almost grotesquely. unsuited 
to the job—and you risk break 
ing a necessary household tool 
trying to make it do work for 
which it was never intended. 

If your dealer's restricted 
sortment of garden implements 
permits you any choice of hoes, 
gét one with straight-lined back 
and sharp corners to the blade, | 
instead of the pair of round} 
shoulders of the more commonly | 
offered hoe, The back and corn 
ers of the hoe are almost as 
important gardening means as 
the edge itself. Hoes of this 
pattern usually cost a little more, 
but they're worth it. 

“Dull as a hoe” is a simile that 
Should never apply to your imple- 
ment. A dull-hoe is a disgrace 
to gardener. It is easy to 
keep a good edge filed on your 
blade. You'll be surprised how a 
minute's work with a file once 
an hour will let you straighten 
up your back—and reduce the 
amount of backache in the next 
hour’s labor. This is something 
to keep remembered, against the 
weeding time that will come with | 
warmer weather. 

Your rake need be nothing 
fancy. A.straight-across bar head, 
with sturdy square teeth, is plenty 
good enough. A rake used as an 
earth-working instrument is not 
at ali the same kind of tool as 
one used for collecting leaves or 
lawn clippings. It should have 
a narrower head and straight 
teeth, And as the back of the | 
hoe is much used for, breaking 
up elods, the straight. back of | 
the rake is a good light scraping 
and ‘smoothing instrument. 

} Garden tools being as harti to 
get as they are now, any admoni 
tion to take cate of tiem stiould’ 
be rather superfluous. In ordl- 
nary times, though, it is really 
astonishing (and to one with the
